Rapped for Divvy
of Highway Funds

“The time has come to make
Los Angeles county understand
that the southwest part of the
county is going to have its fair
sharc of highway funds or they
will find us throwing monkey
wrenches into the machinery all
of the time,” declared Oscar L.
Willett of Palos Verdes Estates,
president of the Southwest Dis-
trict Highways Association, in a
letter to this newspaper Monday.

Willett  sharply eriticised the
recominendation of the Regional |
Planning Commission which]|
failed to include mention of |
either Century boulevard or Im-|
perial highway in the 10 “ur-
gent” or 14 secondary”  inr-
provements to usc the $5,655,000
available for the 194143 bien-
nial program of the state divi-
sion of highways.

“This last report of the Re-
glonal Pianning Commission in-
dicates the necessity of repre-
sentation for the southwest dis-
trict on the commission. At the
present time thi rea has no
such representation,” Willet t|
points out.

“As a result, out of a total of
86,655,000 that the Commission,
